Applicant's remarks have been considered but are not persuasive. Examiner maintains that the combination of Filo and Wang is valid. Filo 
teaches all of the limitations of claim 27 except perceiving the motional state of the robot using "visual data from a camera." Rather, Filo 
utilizes a sensor that measures current to determine the motional state of the robot. Wang is only relied upon for the teaching that 
determining the motional state of a robot was conventionally achieved through "visual data from a camera" mounted on the robot. 
Applicant's arguments that the proposed combination is invalid because adding a camera to Filo's robot would increase the complexity 
and resources required are not persuasive. While there may necessarily be some additional complexity required for adding a camera to 
Filo's robot, such a fact does not negative obviousness per se. Detecting the motional state of a robot through different means, such as a 
current sensor or a camera, exhibit different pros and cons. While analyzing visual data may be more complex that simply measuring 
current in an actuator, there may be benefits to using visual data, such as increased accuracy or the like. There are tradeoffs to consider 
when designing a robot for use in a particular environment or application. Wang has been relied upon only to show that determining the 
motional state of a robot can be successfully achieved through the analysis of visual data received from a camera - such a method of 
determining the motional state is considered equivalent to Filo's method since both methods achieve substantially the same results for the 
same purpose. 
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
